.Some hotel pz-oprietors follow out this 
plan of having Lheir foreign brands 
bottled 
in 
American 
cellars 
from 


American wine casks. 
This does not 


apply to the best hotels, -but where a 
proprietor is not ever conscientious and 
can find a wine merchant of the same 
decree of conscience ami they are usu- 
ally found easily—the deception is car- 
ried through and even the steward and 
•waiters never know. It can readily be 
seen that the hotel man makes a pretty 
pood thins; out of it. Once in a while 
a man who has a penchant for making 
people believe he h;is more money than 
he really can lay claim to will lay in 
a stock of American wine with foreign 
labels and take his friends down cellar 
to show his importation. It's an inno- 
cent sort of humbug, but, nevertheless, 
it is a humbug. Probably if Americans 
kne-w it they would like the wine all 
the better, for, as r.arnum used to say. 
'Americans like to he humbugged.' "—

The valiant wo- 
man led the band on horseback, with 
her four children following1 on a litter, 
and passed with her party through the 
midst of hostile ti fbes. She reached the 
coast in safety with all the refugees 
under her care.—Paris letter to the N'ew 
York Herald.

The suit of Peter B. Donohue to have

stand and testified in his own behalf. 
When asked if he had ever had any 
conversation with Laymance about the 
terms of the agreement which was al- 
leged to exist between himself and Lay- 
mance the witness said he had talked 
of it three or four times in Bakersfield, 


The witness said that he was not-an 


oil expert but judged when he went 
under the Standard and. Giant Compan- 
ies' lands that the ground was very 
rich, lie said he then proposed 
that

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The sum 


of gold now in the United States treas- 
ury exceeds that of any previous time 
in the history of the country, and with 
one possible exception, It exceeds that 
of any'country in the history of the 
world. 


The single reported exception is that 


of Russia about eight years ago, when 
that country was preparing to resume 
gold payments. 


At that time Russia is-said to have 


had in its treasury $598,000,000 in gold. 
Last Saturday the vaults of the United 
States treasury contained $573,936,194, 
an increase since July 1, 1901, of $79,- 
OS7.897. 
This stock of gold is now being added 


to at the rate of $200,000 to $300,000 
with no immediate prospect of a cessa- 
tion in the rate of deposits.' 


This condition 
of 
things is very 


satisfactory to the treasury officials, 
who regard It as the best possible evi- 
dence of prosperity and of confidence 
in the financial stability of this coun-
